The American Minister to Belgium, 
Brand Whitlock, says that less than 
two weeks’ supply of food’ remains in 
the cities, while conditions in the coun- 
try districts are even worse. Though 
Germany has seized the food in some 
cities for her soldiers; she still dis- 
claims responsibility for feeding the 
Belgians. 

Mr. Whitlock has had only peasant’s 
black bread for two weeks, and the 
supply of that is short. One hundred 
soup kitchens are -feeding over 100,000 
of the needy in Brussels. Families for- 
merly rich are discharging their serv- 
ants because they are bankrupt: - No- 
blemen may be seen slipping into soup 
kitchens. 

The’ factories are closed. Many stores 
remain open;' but have no business. 
The street cars are being operated, but 
the railway train service has been aban- 
doned.. The supplies of coffee, tea, 
flour, rye, and salt are -practically ex- 
hausted, . . 

Reports received by Minister Whit- 
lock from.

The Germans are still forcing the 
fighting in the north and in the cen- 
tre., The crossing of the Yyes Canal 
has been gained at enormous cost in 
lives. 

In the fighting in Belgium andl 
Northern France neither side“has yet 
gained advantages that will havea 
determining influence upon the out- 
come. The same is true of the fight-. 
ing in the Argonne, where the French’ 
have gained a local advantage in the 
valley of the Be River 

At St. Mihiel Both sides are engaged 
in a desperate struggle to maintain 
their positions.. If the French can 
hold on at Aprémont.and Thiaucourt 
in spite of the terrible bombardment 
from the Germany heavy artillery 
they, can so-obstruct’ the supply. of the 
German troops at St. -Mihiel as to 
force, their retirement. The Germans, 
however,, have a local superiority in 
heavy guns, and are making every ef- 
fort to drive the French out of: their - 
positions by raking their lines with 
shell and shrapnel. 


The maintenance of their advanced 
positions means so much for each side 
that the fighting in this Woevre dis⸗ 
trict may be even more desperate than 
that in Belgium. 

The closing up of the ines in Bel- 
gium and Northern France bids fair 
to bring the combatants there into an 
occupation of intrenched lines con-- 
fronting each other, similar to the rest 
of the battle line. The Allies are still 
acting on the defensive, their various 
assaults being practically counter-at- 
tacks to check the German advances. 
The Germans are still fighting for a 
victory, while the Allies are fighting 
for time in which to bring their troops 
to a state of preparedness and train- 
ing equal to that of their adversaries, 

The advantage of numbers already 
lies with the Allies; when they have 
provided their armies at the front with 
the artillery, rifles; and other tmpor- 
tant items of equipment in which the 

rmans now excel, the.superior num- 
bers of the Allies will enable them to 
adopt the offensive with vigor. 

The war has now lasted for twelve 
weeks, and the resources of the Brit- 
ish Empire are now making her field 
armies a more important aid to the 
French cause. It would seem that the 
French and British would soon equal 
the Germans in every accessory of 
fighting, except possibly the 11-inch 
and 16-inch fieid howitzers. These re- 
quire special tools, forgings, dies, and - 
presses that must themselves be man- 
ufactured before the guns can be 
started. 

When the time for the assumption 
of the offensive by the Allies comes, 
it seems probable that they will. take 
advantage of their strength to send a 
strong army to try and turn the Ger- 
‘man. left flank. By advancing down 
the ValHey of the Rhine the French 
might be able to force the retirement 
of the Germans from. their position in 
France, and atthe: same time would 
avoid part of ' the large lossés ‘that 
would be consequént upon frontal as- 
saults upon. the German entrenched 
Positions: 

Further. news from the fighting in 
Poland shows that the. German and 
Austrian’ Armies: have been driven 


back along nearly all‘of the front from 
Warsav to Galicia. This retirement 
has heen directly to the rear and 
without any. cerious effect, so far as 
~has. yet. developed, upon the fighting 
strength of the combined armies. It’ 
seems very probable that the muddy 
roads and the breakdown in the supply » 
service have had as much to do with 
this retreat as have the Russian at- 
tacks. The present status is that the 
German thrust at Warsaw has been 
foiled, while the Russian riposte has 
forced their opponents ‘to guard their 
flanks by a retreat. The final outcome 
of the campaign. is. far from being de- 
cided, but the advantage in numbers, 
artillery, and other accessories should 
lie with the Russians) 

The news of fighting in Bosnia shows 
the effect of the Servian campaign in 
‘forcing Austria to retain part. of her 
fighting ‘strength if. the south. . The 
combined Servian and Montenegrin 
Armies have been making strenuous 
efforts to capture Sérajevo, their. an- 
cient capital. 

The success of the Austrians in driv- 
ing back the invading forces at Ka- 
linovik and Vishegrad in Southern 
Bosnia has apparently defeated the 
Servian campaigh and should have 
important influence on the: fighting in 
this theatre of operations. . 

It is noteworthy that the Servians 
and Montenegrins have defeated all 
attempts to invade their country. The 
main effort of the, Austrians has been 
at Belgrade. This city is not only the 
capital of the country, but is also its 
manufacturing Gentre and arsenal. Its 
loss ‘would; thérefore, weaken the 
Servians. both morally and materially. 
Its position onthe main route of travel 
from Austria to the south side of the 
Danube made its possession essential 
to an Austrian invasion: and has led 
the Austrians to make repeated ef- 
forts for its capture. 

First, they bombarded’ the city from 
Semlin, while at Mitrovitsa on the 
west. and at. Semendria on the east 
‘they sent armies to cross the Save 
and the Danube to seize the Servian 
fortress from the rear. Driven back 
at Semendria and vatly defeated at 
Sabatz, the Austrians next tried an 
invasion from the Bosnian border, but 
without success. 

It is no ‘new thing for Belgrade to 
be the objective of fierce fighting. 
The Theiss and the Danube from Hun- 
gary and the Drave and the Save 
from Slavonia bring to. its. portals 
routes-of commerce, and also of inva- 
sion, that’ find their outlet to the south 
only up the valley ‘of the Morava, the 
central district of Servia. 

This was the route of the Turks in 
their advance toward Vienna in the 
fifteenth century,,and here the. Hun- 
garian hero, John Hunyady, made his 
stand. For nearly. four centuries Bel- 
grade: formed the principal fortress, 
defending the Turkish frontier on the 
north, against the returning wave of 
European invasion. It "was only in 
1867 that the Turks were forced back 
and the Servians gained possession of 
the, fortress, which ‘has since béen 
their capital. “Ever since then the 
Servians have worked to be ready to 
make a stand’ against: the imminent

Mrs. PethickK Lawrence, the English 


Fo suffragette, who with her husband left 


the Pankhurst organization to found thé 
United Suffragists when arson became 
one of the militant tactics, arrived in 
New York yesterday morning dn the 
Atlantic Transport liner Minnehaha and 
will speak on.‘ Woman and War”’ at 
the big mass meeting in Carnegie Hall, 
under the auspices of the Women's Po- 
litical Union, on Friday evening. 

Mrs. Lawrence denied immediately any 
feeling of resentment against Miss 
Christabel Pankhurst, or that her\form- 
er associate in the militant organization, 
the Women’s Social and Political Union 
of England, had any idea of circum- 
venting her in reaching this country and 
Gelivering her lecture on war earlier. 

Miss Pankhurst had also denied that 
there was any connection between her 
Vigsit.and that of Mrs. Lawrence. The 
former spoke specifically on the war, 
as. it is actually going on. Mrs. Law- 
rence will discuss it as a great political 
and social uphéaval from which there 
will be a tremendous reaction, in which 
the Women must be ready to take part 
and@ make a place for themselves in the 
world. A 

“There is no democracy now,’ said 
Mrs. Lawrence, speaking to a TrMEs re- 
porter’in the afternoon. ‘‘ There is a 
great dog fight that is reducing Europe 
fo a shambles and no one knows the réa- 
son why.
